Because I am not a lawyer I cannot give you legal advice. If you cannot arrange 
this there is an alternative i submit the manuscript to the Marines. If they ask for certain 
deletions you oan ask for justifications. Dr you can consult the ACLU. 

Subsequent work convinces me that whil they served similar purposes there is no 
direct connection between the JJK and ^‘ing killings. 

It is the name 
under which the prlntin was done in New Orleans. An Osborns was a friend of £erry ^hornley, 
who is a dubious character ar. i was a arines friend of the real Oswald. 

In your lotter to Bud you refer lo your experiences with the National Security Agency 
and other spookeries. i utorestingly enough I also rrpn respond to an ASA denial of any 
records of or on me today. I have some and I've been told of others but they stonewall.
